Opening of tKe William Booth Memorial Eye Hospital, Semarang 



JAVA is the latest country to 
erect a worthy tribute to the 
memory of the late beloved 
rounder and General of The 
Salvation Army, in the ehapc of 
a Memorial Eye Ho^pitpt, which has 
been placed under the direction oi 
Staff-Captain fDr.) Willc, 

Nestling away in the hills Ihat 
gently rise from the outskirts oi 
Semarang and ftoniing a splendid 
road, is lo be found .1 newIy-erccCcd 
building complex, built in the latest 
pavilion or bungalow style, the rcrf- 
tilcd ropfs, and ivhiie walls relieved 
eomcwhat'by the colour of the paint- 
cd doors and windows, givinf; ihc 
whole a most homely and invitiitg 
appearance. 

The Hospital i^ rendered mcsriuiio 
proof liy the uSc oi mnsquito net- 
ting in. all donrs .in^l windows, ihe 
main buildings arc conneelcd with 
each other by covered ways wiiliout 
steps, while boiii sides are well ban- 
iiisicrcd, and, jn fncl, everything so 
constructed as 10 be of the greatest 
scicntifie and hyyicrtic vpluc lo llic 
eye patients. 

Leaving the road u-e pass the 
■watchman's "guard-boN" with a sa- 
lute, and at the entrance to ihe large 
Operation Diiilding, wc notice tjie 
Memorial Tablet, reminding visitors 
and patients thai [bis instituilon is 
creeled tn the glor>' of God and for 
the benefit of the people in mcniorv 
of the late General Wtlliam Uooih.

DIEKS WHILE WAR LASTS 



There h»9 been Considerable talk 
about-Lhe Hquor question so far as 
it coiiccrns' soldiers, h haa been 
recortimcndcd that there should be 
«aj]y closing, also that to soldiers 
betels 'should be cloicd aUogcihcr; 
and it'bas now been recommended 
that 'the wet canteen should be 
opened in training camps. Why all 
this pother? The thing to us is as 
clear a'i spring water. It is of tlic 
highest importance that nmn who 
hive enlisted for overseas should, 
reach the masiirmm of physical fit- 
ness in minimum time, and if this 
war has demonstrated anything at 
all, it js that "booze" is a virulent 
enemy to efficiency in soldiering. 
Jt'ail'wiy companies and others have 
*})BCOvercil long ago that the . man 
'who prinks alcohoJic liquors is less 
reliable in mind and body than the 
teeiotaJIcr. So have France and 
Kussin, and ahsidChe and vodka arc 
taboo.. So common-Sense suggests 
that every Canadian soldier should 
ilo wh» the King and Kitchener 
have dot^e — cut out the use of strong 
dnnk while the war shalMaat, It 
19, therefore, inflicting no hardship 
on the soldier-man. nor requesting 
bim to. do what ia unreasonable to 
asFc him to submit to hotels and 
J iqu or-, stores being put out of 
boubds while he is serving his King 
and country. We yield to no one in 
honouring the man who enlists to 
*'do his bit'* in pujting down Prus' 
sian isilitarism, and fceJ sure that 
his.pstriotisnt will stand the strain 
of doing without intoxicating liquor 
— andthat what is good enough for 
his King and Lord Kitchener is good 
enottgh for htm. It is because our 
TCgafd for the soldier who is willing 
to sacrifice his life to save his coun- 
trymen frotn the domination of a 
fiendish foe that we strongly protest 
against the estAblishmcnt of the wet 
canteen .in the training camps. What 
\ve:have heard from yood authority 
concerhinsf the wet canleen in the 
Old Country causes us to view with 
horror its establishment m Canada, 
And wc sincerely hope that General 
E]r- Sam' Hughes, with that down- 
Tight good sense of his will con- 
k^inuc to bar strong drink from the 
Ph-iining cantps and that the liccns- 
ain£; boards will have v;iEdom to 
^^estrict th« sale of liquor to soldiers 
MTL the hotels Iherc is abundant

EFFECTS OF THE WAR

FORESTS AND MOISTURE 

THE relation of forests to mois- 
ture ij dcaEt with in an article 
in the "Country Gentleman," and it is 
Etated that showers arc much more 
frequent in wooded districts, owing 
to the fact that moisture bearing 
currents of air are caught by forest 

Foliage, twigs, aud branches break 
tile fall of the raindrops^ So docs 
the Jitter on the forest floor. Hence 
the soil under tliis cover is not com- 
pacted as in the open Geld, but » 
Kept toose and granular, so water 
Can readily penetrate and percolate. 
■The water reaches the grouRd more 
slowly, dripping gradually from the 
leaves^ branches, and trunks, and 
thus more time ts allowed £or tt to 
sink into the soil and appear again in 
Eprin^ or subsoil tnoiaturc lower 

In forests there is much less 
ei-aporatton'pf moisture than in the 
opcn'.countr; because sua and wind 
do" not-Jiavc such free play. It is 
estimated that forests have from 
fifty to sixty per cent, of water sup> 
ply more than the open fields be- 
cause of increased percolation and 
decreased evaporation.
